Governor Stone and Eayor Ash- 
bridge Welcome Convention to 
Philadelphia — President 
Hargrove Responds for 


Convention. 


Philadelphia, June 11.—Delegates num- 
bering several hundred and representing 
all of the southern states and most of the 
principal eities of the south are attend- 
Ing the annual Southern Industrial con- 
vention, which began a four days’ ses- 
sion in Horticultural hall here today. 
This is the first time the convention haf 
been held in the north, and it is expected 
that great benefits will accrue to the 
commercial and industrial interests 
of the north and _ south’ through 
the deliberations of the delegates, 


4 Preparations for the present gathering 
\ \had been in progress since last February, 


when an invitation was extended by the 
allied commercial and business organiza- 
tions of Philadelphia to the Southern In- 
dustrial Association to come here and 
debate ways and means for furthering the 
trade of the two sections. 

The delegates found a heartfelt welcome 


awaiting them, the state and city joining 
in the effort to render the visitors, so- 


journ as pleasant as it is expected to be 
profitable. The business houses in the 


center of the city have been gayly deco- 
rated with flags and bunting and tonight 
the exterior of the city hall was ablaze 


with electric lights in honor of the oc- 


casion. 
Delegates Heartily Welcomed. 

The welcome to the city’s guests con- 
sumed all of the morning session, at 
which welcome addresses were delivered 
by Governor Stone and Mayor Ashbridge. 
Responses were made by Governor Lon- 
gino, of Mississippi, and Mayor Higgins, 
of Waco, Texas. The afternoon was giv- 
@n over to an excursion on the Delaware 
river’ and tonight the delegates listened 
’ ~ for -Besretary of the 
Initerior Hoke Smith, of Atlanta, Ga., 
and Robert C. Ogden, of Philadelphia, 
president of the Southern Educational 
conference. The day's events concluded 
with a reception to the delegates tendered 
by Mayor Ashbridge at the city hall. 

The convention was formally opened in 
Horticultural hall at 10 o'clock this morn- 
ine and will continue in session until 
Friday. 

The Southern Industrial Association is 
composed of numerous commercial bodies 
and is regarded as one of the most im- 
portant te in the United 
States. This years convention is held 
in this city with the object principally 
of giving a wider knowledge of the 
South’s resources and to discuss measures

John H. Converse, 
president of the Baltimore Locomotive 
Works, and Attorney John F. Lewis wel- 
comed the delegates in behalf of the com- 
mercial organizations of the city. 

Hargrove Speaks for South. 

In ponding to the ajidress of wel- 
come esident Hargrove spoke of the 
resources of the southern states. 

“The southern states,’’ said Mr. Har- 
grove, ‘‘contain one-fourth of the area 
of the union, and the territory has prac- 
tically as great an agricultural produc- 
tion as the remainder of the country com- 
bined 

“Its capacity in raw material is almost 
beyond measurement. This section has 
88 per cent of the population ‘of the 
United States. It raiseg all of its cotton 
and cotton seed and Americah rgcze; 80 
per cent of its tobacco; contains 65 per 
cent of its timber resources; 30 per cent 
of its coal area; 20 per cent of its coal 

roduction; produces 17% per cent of its 
ron and furnishes 8 per cent of the 
American pig iron exported; is the third 
largest cane sugar producing section of 
the world; contains more coast and river 
frontage than all the other states; has 
30 per cent of railroad mileage and affords 
the cheapest lumber, building material, 
lands, cotton, coal and oil and living in 
the United States.”’ 

In concluding Presifent J§argrove said 
the south possesses everything except 
adequate population and finance to forge 
that section ahead of the rest of the

NOTORIZTY SPREADS CRAZE

Emporia, Kas., June 11.—An epidemic 
of sufcides in this town, clminating yes- 
terday in three attempts, all exactly 
similar to re@@nt successful suicides, 
‘caused the mayor and board of heuslth 
today td forbid publication of detatls of 


‘ suicides or attempts in local papers. The 


»board is acting on the theory that pub- 
lication spreads the contagion of sutcide 
by psychic suggestion. - 

Mayor Morse contends that the liberty 
of the press is secondary to the public 
health, and is prepared to use _force, if 
necessary, under the nuisance act. Al) 
the editors, however, have agreed to 
suppress deta™s of suicides or attempts 
until the epidemic abates. 

The epidemic began with the suicide of 
Charles Cross, president of a wrecked 
bank, and in the last thirty days there 
have been seven cases, three successful. 


INSURANCE HARVEST HEAVY. 


Received $273,590,- 
876 from Life Companies in 1900. 


New York, June 11.—The Insurance) 
Press of New York in its issue tomorrow 
will publish the statistics which it has 
compiled from returns made to it by 
life insurance companies, showing the 
amounts distributed through the medium 
of life insurance in thetyear 1900, in more 
than 6,200 cities and towns of the United. 
States and Canada. The gross payments 
of insurance companies and associations 
in that period is stated to have been not 
less than $273,590,876. It appears by the 
tables that 167 cities received mope than 
$100,000 each. Nineteen cities received 
more than $1,000,000. 

More than $76,200 was distributed in the 
middle states last year, a considerable 
gain over the record of 1899; in the central 
states the distribution amounted to $36,- 
300,000, a gain nearly $3,000,000 over 1899: in 
paid out, something more than in 1899; 
the New England states $25,900,000 was 
in the southern states the payments 
reached $20,500,000, or $1,000,000 more than 
in 1899; the policy holders and beneficiaries 
in the western states received $15,400,000, 
also $1,400,000 more than in 1109: in the 
Pacific states the payments were $7,300,000, 
approxamately equivalent to the payment 


. in 1899. 


Drove Over Harvard’ Student. 
, Cambridge, Mass., June 11.—H. 8. Bige- 
low, of Buffalo, a freshman at Harvard, 
was instantly killed by a chemical engine 
of the Cambridge fire department tonight. 

A fire was found among a pile of boards 
near the Harvard architectural bufiding 
by one of the professors, An alarm was 
sent in but before the firemen responded 
Professor Hollis and the students had put 
out the fire. The alarm caused the under- 
graduates to assemble, and as the firemen 
came there was much jeering. The chem- 
ical engine was very late and the crowd 
hooted the men. 

The accident is described differently, 
the firemen claiming that the horses on 
the engine became excited at the howling 
crowd and dashed forward, scattering the 
crowd. The students claim that the 
driver, John Dowdis, deliberately drove 
his engine into the crowd of students. 
Bigelow was caught under the wheels and 
other students were knocked ‘down, but 
only one received any injury to speak of. 
As soon as the students realized what 
had happened they made a wild demon- 
stration. But cool heads maintained con- 
tro! and the firemen were allowed to re- 
turn to their stations. 


KRUGER NOT BEGGING PEACE. 


States That He Knows Nothing of 
Alleged Negotiations. 

The Hague, June 11.—Mr. Kruger Has 
issued a statement to the effect that he 
knows nothing of the peace negotiations 
Said to be proceeding with the Boer lead- 
ers. He says that if there are any. ne- 
gotiations on foot it is not through any 
action of his. 

London, June 11.—Lord Kitchener re- 
ports to the war office from Pretoria, 
June llth, as follows: 

“Commandant Van Rensburg and his 

commando have surrendered at Pieters- 
burg. One hundred men have come in and 
others are following.”’

Dexter, Kans., June 11.—Cashier Wat- 
kins, of the local bank, committed sui- 
cide today. The bank is closed await- 
ing action of the bank examiner. 

A state deputy bank examiner found 
a shortage of $8,000. His unexpected ar- 
rival here was followed by Watkins’s 
suicide. The bank has deposits of $53,000. 

Complagits had been lodged against the 
DextergMank by eastern banks on ac- 
count ‘Of irregular practices in making 
collections and Bank Commissioner Al- 
baugh sent Deputy Examiner Davis to 
Dexter yesterday.

But 
there are now questions of the gravest 
importance before the administration and 
the country, and their ,just consideration 
should not be prejudited in the public 
mind by even the suspicion of. the thought 
of a third term. In View, therefore, of 
the reiteration of the suggestion of it, I 
will say now, once for all, expressing a 
long settled conviction, that I not only 
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am not and will not bé@ a can@idate for 
a third term, but wovld not accept a 
nomination for it if it-were ten me. 
My only ambition fs to serve. through- 
out my second term té@the acceptance of 
; countrymen, whose: gkenereus confi- 
ence I so deeply appreciate, and then, 
with them. do my duty im the ranks of

President McKinley's offictal announce- 
ment this morning, disposing of the third 
term idea suggested by some of his ad- 
mirers, created no great surprise among 
his friends who have known of his deep 
convictions on the subject. When Sen- 
ator Depew’s suggestion ten days ago 
that the president should be -e-elected 
for a third term began to be seriously 
discussed, and when several of the pres- 
ident’s friends felt called upon to indorse 
the idea, the president decided that the 
public mind should be instantly cleared 
of even the suspicion that he was seek- 
ing to break down the precedents of the 
past by becoming a candidate for an- 
other term. : 

He broached the subject to Secretary 
Long late yesterday afternoon.

tiea] miner in this district belleves that 
one of the seventeen men entombed in the 
Port Royal mine by the explosion las* 
night is still alive. There is no fire in the 
mine, to judge from appearances at the 
pit mouth, but the force of the explosion 
Was so great that none of the men, so the 
miners say, could have survived the 
shock. The list of the dead includes: 

WILLIAM McCUNE, superintendent; 
married, four children. 

JOHN HECK, mine boss; married, three 
ehildren. 

WILLIAM ALLISON, superintendent 
West Newton; married, four children.

THIRTEEN MINERS. 

William McCune was superintendent o7 
the Port Royal district, comprising five 


}mines. He was a large stockholder in thé 


Pittsburg Coal Company, and his family 
lives. in a handsome residenc> on Vine 
street, West Newton, WilHam Allison was 
a second cousin of President William Mc- 
Kinley. 

Early this morning Harry Beverldge 
and two miners, three of a rescue party 
that went to the mine to bring out their 
mates who were entombed, were sent to 
the McKeespcrt hospital. Beveridge had 
both hands broken, and the other two 
were badly burned. 

Rescuers Forced To Flee. 

At 9:40 a. m. today an inspection party 
went fnto the mine through the shaft on 
the “Baltimore and Ohio side gf the 
Youghiscugheny river. It was their pur- 
pose to pénetrate as far as possible to 
locate the dead bodies, with hardly hope 
of finding any one alive. 

The rescue party had been in the mine 
about an hour when the muffled report of 
another explosion was heard issuing from 
the depths of the shaft, and a rush for the 
cage was made by the men above, who 
thought that these rescuers had met the 
fate of those who had gone before. A 
dozen men volunteered to go duwn and 
try to rescue the party, but their services 
were not required, as the signal to hoist 
the. cage was given from the bottom, and 
when it reached the top three unconscious 
forms were found lying on it. Fire In- 
spector Callahan and Fire Boss W. Mc- 
Fee, of the Wickhaven mines, were the 
most Cangerously hurt of the party, anda 
these men were taken to the hotel near by 
where two physicians worked with them 
almost.an hour before they could be 
brought back to life. This last explosion 
in the minds of many zeems to settle the 
fate of the entombed men, and all hope 
ef getting any of them out alive has been 
abandoned. 

The dissster occurred about 6 o’clock 
last evening. An explosion was heard by 
men at shaft No. 2, and suddenly a cloud 
of smoke bLvurst from the mouth of the 
chaft. 

A searching party, composed of Superin- 
tendent William McCune and nine others, 
went down shaft No.

SAMFORD, OF ALABAMA, DIES 
PEACEFULLY AT TUSCALOOSA 


Tuscaloosa, Ala., Jan. 11.—(Spectail.)— 


Wm. J. Samford, governor of Alabama, 
died at the residence of Professor ana 
Mrs. A. A. Persons at 10:55 tonight of 
chronic valvular disease of the heart. 
His death was sudden, though know: to 
be impending. He was surroumiled by 
all members of his family when fie cnd 
came. save his two oldest sons, W. H. 
and T. Samford, and his married daugh- 
ters, Mrs. James Smith and Mrs. 5S. A. 
Dowdell, of Opelika. 

Dr. W. G. Somerville, who has been 
in constant attendance upon the gov: 
ernor for the past two weeks, was with 
him, as were Drs, W. M. Faulk and G. 
R. Rau, of the Brice hospital, consulting 
physicians; C. A, L. Samford, a brother 
of the governor, Mrs. J. T. Searcy and 
Mrs. A. A. Persons were also at the bed- 
side of the distinguished Alabaman 
when death claimed him. 

Governor Samford came here from 
Stafford’s Springs, Miss., on the 2th day 
of May, en route to Montgomery, and 
decided to stay over a day or so with 


| his relatives, Professor and Mrs. Persons. 


He afterwards decided to remain long 
enough to attend the annual meeting of 
the university trustees. He attended ai 
most all of the meetings, and a week ago 
yesterday received the Alabama corps of 
cadets. During the time he had a nuim- 
ber of sinking spells with his heart, 
which did not become known to the gen- 
eral public. On Thursday of 
last week his condition became s0 
critical. thet a statement was given 
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WILLIAM J. SAMFORD,

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to the public. He has grown stronger and 
then weaker since that time, suffering 
‘very severely during Sunday night... Mon- 
day.and early Tuesday he did moderately

well, but this afternoon he became worse, 
his condition at 5 o'clock becoming ex- 
tremely critical, hypostatic congestion of 
the lungs having set in. However, his 
wonderful vitality caused him to revive 
later on, but the physicians had practi- 
cally given up all hopes. 

The distinguished patient seemed some- 
what better only a short time before the 
end came and spoke to his wife two min- 
utes before he expired. 
respiration failed very suddenly and he 
was dead before those about him cou!d 
hardly realize it. 

Governor Samford had been more con- 
scious and had spoken more rationally a 
short time before his death than he had 
done for several hours previously. 

During the night the most heroic treat- 
ment was resorted to, nitro glycerine he- 
ing used among other things. The scene 
around his bedside was most touching. 
His wife, who had been with him con- 
stantly, was the last one spoken to by 
the governor. He ealled to her by his 
affectionate love name of “Old Lady” only 
a moment or two before he expired. 

His son and private secretary, Thomas 
D. Samford, arrived at 1:30 tonight, but 
a consultation of the family will be held 
befere the funeral arrangements are set- 
tied on. However, -the interment will 
take place either at Auburn, his old 
home, or Opelika, his residence at the 
time of his election to the gubernatorial 
chair. The body will in all probability 
be.carried from here tomorrow by special 
train over the Mobile and Ohio railroad to 
Montgomery, where it will possibly be in 
state. for a short time before being in-

MURDER DUE T0 HYPNOTISN 


State Alleges Lulu Kennedy Was 
Mesmer‘zed by| Brother. 


KICKED HUSBAND’S CORPSE 


Witnesses Tell How Savagely the 
Woman Acted After She Shot 
Kennedy. 


Kansas City, Mo., June 11.—The de- 
fense in the case of Lulu Prince-Kennedy 
on trial for killing her husband, was be- 
gun today and twenty witnesses were ex- 
amined. 

The bulk of the testimony was brought 
out in an attempt to prove alibis for Bert 
and C. W. Prince, the brother and father 
of the prisoner, who, the state had tried 
to prove, were watching the entrances to 
the Ridge building at the time of the 
murder to prevent Kennedy’s escape. 
Although the defense tried to prove that 
they had left the elder Prince’s pool room 
after the shooting occurred, the time given 


by the witnesses varied from 5:15 to 5:45. 
The shooting took place at 5:40. 

Will prince was taken from his cel] to 
testify and his entrance into the court- 
room caused a buzz among the spectators 
who craned their necks to get a glimpse 
of the man whom the state is trying to 


prove was the chief actor in the alleged 
conspiracy to kill Kennedy. The pris- 
oner brightened perceptably at the en- 
terance of ber brother, whose testimony 
she followed closely. She appeared per- 
fectly well today. 

Will Prince denied that he had ever ex- 
ercised mesmeric powers over any one, 
denied that he accompanied his sister 
down town on the day of the killing and 
said-that the revolver used was not his. 
He knew of the killing only after it had 
been done. As he testified in defense of 
his sister, Mrs. W. Prince, the mother, 
burst into tears, which broke forth afresh 
as he detailed the different chapters of 
the affair. 

Thomas H. Ridge, the first witness, 

told of the scene in the Ridge building at 
the time of the murder. He had come up- 
on the scene-soon after a pollgeman ar- 
rived. Mrs. Kennedy had requested the 
officer to let loose his hold on her hands, 
and when the doctor had said Kennedy 
was dead she kicked the prostrate form, 
exclaiming: ‘You'll never ruin another 
girl!’’ 
T. J. Noble said the defendant appeared 
very much excited, but on cross exami- 
nation admitted that she had requeste1 
the officer to release her hands so that 
she might arrange her hair, and that 
she had remarked that she was not going 
to run away. 

The state’s witnesses testified that the 
prisoner had acted perfectly cool when 
arrested. and when led away. remarked 
that the murder had not caused much 
excitement — 

During the cross questioning the pris- 
oner kept patting the floor with her foot 
constantly, and was nervous. 

Then Will Prince took the stand. He 
kissed his mother and married sister, 
Mrs. Leon, as he passed them and patted 
the prisoner on the shoulder. 

Denies That He Is a Mesmerist. 

Will Prince, according to a theory of 
the prosecution, was a professional mes- 
merist, and in nerving her up to commit 
the murder of Kennedy exercised his 
magnetic powers over Mrs. Kennedy. 

Prince denied that he was a mesmerist 
and said that he had never been a prize 
fighter, as had been alleged. Prince de- 
tailed his whereabouts on the day of the 
murder. He denied having accompa- 
nied Mrs. Kennedy to the town a few 
hours before the murder when she was 
supposed to have been en route to Ken- 
nedy's office. 

Most of the witnesses examined in 
the afternoon were questioned with a 
view to showing the exact time that Bert 
Prince and his father left the latter's 
pool room for the scene of the killing. 
The shooting took place at 5:40 in the 
evening in the Ridge building, five blocks 
distant from Prince's place. The state 
endeavored to prove that all of. the 
Princes were in the Ridge bullding before 
the shooting began, and the defense 
failed to clearly prove that they were at 
the elder Prince's place until after the 
shooting. 

A hair dresser who had a room in the 
Ridge building, two stories above Ken- 
nedy’s office, told of Bert Prince running 
up to her place immediately after the 
shooting, saying: 

“Lulu has shot Kennedy.”’

UFFICERS VISIT FLOWER 
HOME DURING FUNERAL 


Supposed Blood Stains on Floor of 
Flowers’s House—Chi!ld’s Bon- 
net Found in Closet—Some 
of the Theories About 

« the Crime. 


R. S. Flowers, foster father of the mus 
dered child, Berta Jackson, was arresteu 
at his home near Poplar Springs at 1:30 
o’clock this morning by Sheriff Talley, of 
DeKalb coynty. Statements reaching the 
ears of the sheriff that Flowers was walt- 
ing for a good opportunity to leave, to- 
gether, it is said, with the evidence be- 
fore the coroner’s jury, resulted in the 
morning. <At 2 
o’clock this morning the foster father of 
the murdered child was under custody at 


the courthouse waiting to be taken to the 
jail. 


From efforts made at a late hour last 
night by Marshal Buchanan, of Edge- 
wood, to intercept R. 8, Flowers in At- 
lanta on trains leaving the depot, and 
from other information in the hands of 
the poiice, it was believed that the adopt- 
ed father of Berta Jackson, the mur- 
dered child, had disappeareai: 

Marshal Buchanan was non-committal 
when “seen by a representative of The 
Constitution. 

Two county policemen were in the city 
and they reported to city policemen that 
Flowers was missing and they were 
looking for him. 

To officers at the police barracks Mar- 
shal Buchanan stated that he had been 
instructed to stop Flowers at all hazards, 
Sheriff Talley’s message over the tele- 
phone being: 

“For God's sake, don’t let Flowers get 
away.”’ 

The marshal aiso told a city detective 
last night that he had been to Flowers’s. 
home. and failed to find him there. 

No More Arrests Are Made 

Dark stains on the floor, a dark stained 
bonnet, a crushed head and some tangled 
statements are now the clues upon which 
the authorities of DeKalb county, assist- 
ed by Atlanta detectives, are trying to 
unravel the mysterious and brutal mur- 
der of Berta Jackson. 

The dark crime, as dark as ever blotted 
the criminal records of DeKalb county, 
has stirred up the people and every possi- 
ble effort will be made to ascertain who 
was guilty of the atrocious crime upon a 
defenseless little child. 

City Detective George Steint is assist- 
ing the DeKalb county officials in trying 
to track down the murderer. 

Yesterday while the Flowers family was 
absent from their home attending the 
child’s funeral, the officers made a thor- 
ough search of the house. They detected 
dark stains on the floor of the back porch 
near the kitchen door. The wood was 
cut away by officers with the stains upon 
it and a chemist will be called upon to 
Say whether the stains were made by 
blood. 

In a closet a child's bonnet was found 
and upon it were the same dark stains 
which had been detected on the floor of 
the back porch. Chemists will also ana- 
lyze the stains on the bonnet. 

A closer examination of the murdered 
child’s head showed that the back of the 
skull had been crushed with some heavy 
instrument, such as a hammer. 

In an effort to put together the bits 
of evidence which have been given to the 
coroner's jury, Detective Steint finds that 
many points do not dovetail, and there 
-gganana things which need an explana- 

on. 

Detective Talks About the Case. 

“IT find,”’ said the detective to a ree 
porter of The Constitution last night, 
“that Flowers came to Atlanta and re- 
ported to the police that the child was 
lost on Wednesday instead of Thursday 
night. He reached the city about il 
o'clock on the same night the child was 
missing. I have yet to ascertain who was 
the first person in his neighborhood he 
informed about Berta being lost and what 
time of the evening he imparted this 
information. I have put all the evidence 
together and I find that Berta was last 
seen going toward the house with an 
armful of kindling wood. The negro, 
Jethro:English, saw this. This same ne- 
gro informs us that it was his business 
to assist Flowers in milking the cows. 
On Wednesday afternoon Flowers made 
him plow. On that same afternoon, for 
the first time in a long while, Flowérs 
let the negro deliver the milk. Flowers 
explains this by stating that he wanted 
to spend the afternoon in searching for 
their lost child. There is so much that 
is mystifying in the case and so many 
points to look carefully into that I have 
advised the DeKalb authorities to go slow’ 
and weigh well all the details of the 
stories told by the persons who last saw 
Besta alive, and this will be done. 

Theories About the Murder. 


Berta was either killed in the Flowers ° 
home and dragged into the woods, or she. 


was killed after she left the house. If 
she was killed in the house there would’ 
be blood stains, and the officers think 
they have found such stains. The man 
who entered, the house and murdered the 
child, if she was murdered there, had but 
little time to drag the body to the woods 
and he must have done it after dark, 
otherwise Flowers would have seen him. 
If the hiding of the body was done at 
night, then Flowers would certainly have 
caught the murderer in the act. 

If on the other hand, the child ran 
away and after doing so was wavlaid, 
assaulted and murdered, the person guil- 
ty of the crime must have met her in 
a public road and early in the afternoon. 
For if the child ran away at 4 o'clock, 
she certainly would not have remained

Savannah, Ga., June 11.—This afternoon 
Mayor Myers swore in a force of thirty 
extra policemen, who were armed with 


winchesters, andsent to the machine shops, 


of the Seaboard Air Line to protect the 
property of the railroad and the machin- 
ists at work there from the striking ma- 
chanists and their friends and sympathiz- 
éts, They will be commanded by a set- 
geant of the regular police force. ; 

This action was caused by .the visit of 
a large force of the striking machinists 
and their sympathizers to the shops of the 
company last night. They desired to talk 
to a force of men the company has at 
its shops and the only way to do that was 
to break through the ranks of watchmen 
and get at the men, who were’ sieeping 
in the shops. This the strikers and their 
friends succeeded in doing after a sharp 
scrimmage with the guards. 

This morning Cecil Gabbett, superin- 
tendent of the Seaboard, wrote a letter to 
the mayor outlining the facts and asking 
that the property of the company be 
given protection. After a conference with 
the mayor the addftienal police reserve 
was agreed upon and the men sworn in. 

Mr. Gabbett stated in his letter that- 
about 100.men visited the shops at 12:30 
o’clock this morning and attacked the 
men on guard. No shots were fired, but 
one of the employees of the Seaboard re- 
ceived a wound from a stick or stone. 
The strikers, says the letter, forced them- 
selves into the sleeping apartments of the 
‘machinists and tried to get them to leave 
the employ of the company. 

There are only about twelve machinists 
in Savannah who are on a strike from 
the Seaboard shops, and the size of the 
crowd that visited the shops last night 
shows that the greater portion of it was 
composed of those who sympathize with 
the strikers. 

The city has been made a sort of head- 
quartérs for machinists to be distributed 
to the Seaboard shops in this section.

The governor cannot become a candi- 
date for United States senate within one 
year of the expiration of his term. 

The most sweeping. suffrage scheme yet 
brought forward was that introduced by 
Mr. Burns, of Huntsville, today,which pro- 
vides that the following classes shall not 
vote: : 

“Those who are bastards or loafers or 
‘who may be infected with any loathsome 
or contagious disease. Those who have 
been convicted. of treason, bribery, forg- 
ery, larceny, robbery, bigamy, seduction, 
incest, murder or an attempt to murder, 
rape or attempt to rape, arson or an at- 
tempt to burn houses or property, bur- 
glary or an attempt to burglarize, crime 
against nature. Those who are descend- 
ants of parents who are of or descend- 
ants of two or more different races; those 
who shall have married any woman hav- 
ing a living husband from whom she has 
not been legaliy divorced: those who have 
committed any assauit and battery on 
his wife or step-daughter or paramour, 
and those who have ever cast an illegiti- 
mate ballot and who have not paid a 
poll tax of $1.50 six months before anv 
election at which he may attempt to 
vote.” 

This law destroys 9 per cent of the 
negro vote, and the ex-slaves who are 
mot debarred will be less than 5 per cent.

UNITED STATES LEADS WORLD. 


Coal Productioa for Year 1900 Was 


Largest Ever Recorded. 

Washington, June 11.—Official reports 
show that the year 1900 closed the century 
with the largest coal production ever re- 
corded in the United States and con- 
tinued the,supremacy of the United 
States among the coal producing coun- 
tries of the world. Practically completed 
returns to Edwani W. Parker, statisti- 
cian of the United States geological sur- 
vey, show the total output of coal in 1500 
to have been 237,542,444 short tons, an in- 


aod 
crease over 1899 of 13,802,452 tons, cr a lit- 
tle more than 5 per cent. | 

The valee of this product was $297,- 
920,000, an increase of 16 per cent over 
1899. Coa] producers felt a much greater 
benefit from the improved trade cordi- 
tions in 1900 than in either 1895 cr 1899. 
Coal contracts are usually made a long 
time ahead, sometimes more than a 
year, and much coal was delivered in 
1899 at less than it cost to produce it, 
the price of labor having advanced tefore 
the operators could advance the price 
of coal. 

West Virginia showed the largest in- 
crease in tonnage, her output exceeding 
20,000,000 tons for the first time. The 
next largest gain was an _ increase of 
2,605,138 short tons in Ohio. The net gain 
in Pennsylvania amounted to 2,150,000 
short tons. Alabama gained 800,000 tons, 
or 11 per cent. 

The output in Alabama in 180 was 
8.393.385 short tons, valued at $9,745,722; 
Georgia and North Carolina, 333,291 tons, 
valued at $370,002; Virginia, 2,137,007 tongs, 
valued at $1,757,525.

TO RECONSIDER 


Their Former Vote on Platt 
Amendment, 


SUHEME OF CONSERVATIVES 


They Took the Ground That There 
Was No Necessity for Recon- 
sidering — Matter Will 
Probably Come to 
an Isrue Today. 


Havana, June 11.—The question of re- 
considering the former vote on the Platt 
amendment came up for a short discus- 
sion this afternoon. in the Cuban con- 
stitutional convention. In order not to 
arouse opposition the conservatives took 
the stand that there was no necessity for 
reconsidering the vote, inasmuch as the 
form in which the amendment had been 
passed was not satisfactory to the United 
States and could not be accepted by the 
United States as a part of the constitu- 
tion of Cuba.

They will 
hold a meeting tomorrow morning and 
fix up a programme for the afternodn 
session. They still hold fifteen votes and 
it is said that several radicals who now 
favor accepting the amendment have 
compromised by agreeing not to attend 
tomorrow’s session.

Mayor Higgins, of Waco, Texas, was 
the last speaker. He asserted the south 
had forgotten the Jate unpleasantness 
and was anxious to join hands with the 
north for the commercial benefit of both 
sides. 

This afternoon the delegates and ladies 
of the party enjoyed an excursion on the 
Delaware river, visiting points of inter- 
est on the river front. 

Hoke Smith Speaks. 

At tonight’s session former Secretary 
of the Interior Hoke Smith, of Atlanta, 
was the principal speaker. His subject 
was ‘“‘The Resources of the South.” Mr. 
Smith spoke of the vicissitudes through 
which the south had passed and said the 
section had lost more than forty years of 
growth during the past century, the 
causes being slavery, war and recon- 
struction. He detailed the commercial 
and industrial history of the south and 
directed attention to the opportunities 
now existing for the profitable invest- 
ment of capital. In this connection he 
said: 

“The census report of 1890 shows in 
the southern states an increase from 158C 
to 1890 of 50.76 per cent in valuation of 
real and personal property; of 108.60 per 
cent in the value of manufactured prod- 
ucts; of 40.68 per cent in the value of 
farm _— and 96.23 per cent in the 
expenditures for public schools. The con- 
templation of these ngures aiscloses at 
once the general growth and healthy de- 
velopment, not ot an old, but of a new 
country. ‘The development of the south 
prior to 1860 had been swept away by the 
war, and by subsequent conditions inci- 
dent to the reconstruction era. The re- 
sources of the south in 1880 had been 
scarcely touched and the marvelous per- 
centage of growth, which I predict: for 
the next ten years, are due, in large 
part, to the fact that the development of 
natural resources is still in its infancy. 


Three Great Raw Materials. 


“It is to the three great raw materials 
for manufacture found in the south that 
I especially desire to direct attention, 
cotton, iron and lumber.. A _ limitless 
supply of water and coal are alongside 
them and labor is reasonable and con- 
tented. 

“The coal fields of the south cover 
60,000 square miles, seven times as large 
as those of Great Britain; more than 
those of Russia, Great Britain, France, 
Germany and Belgium combined. 

‘The progress made in the south from 
1880 to 1890 is indeed remarkable. The 
census of 1890 showed an increase in as- 
sessed values during the period of ten 
years of $1,815,000,000, while the increase 
in the true value was $3,893,000,000. In 
ten years the value of the natural prod- 
ucts of the south increased from $1,200,- 
000,000 to $2,000,000,000. The percentage of 
growth during those ten years in the 
southern states was about twice that of 
the eastern and middle states.’’ 


Ogden on White Man’s Burden. 

Mr. Smith was followed by Robert C. 
Ogden, president of the Southern Educa- 
tional conference, who spoke on ‘‘Popu- 
lar Education, the Power of Industrial 


Progress.’’ 
In the course of his address Mr. Ogden 


said: 

“Truly the white man’s burden in the 
south is heavy indeed. Nearly if not 
quite 6,000,000 negro illiterates and about 
that same number still content with the 
life of the one room cabin; add to this a 
reat mass of white illiteracy, of which 

am incompetent to speak with ac- 
curacy, and you have a depressing load 
that is sickening to contemplate. 
“The south has an educational mis- 
sion. The rural districts are in a special 
way virgin soil for the educator. No 
equal chance exists in the civilized world 
for a fair trial. of .industrial education, 
that education that makes industry 
habitual, dignifies labor, makes toil hon- 
orable. Will the sOuth rise to the great 
opportunity ?”’ 

At the conclusion of the session the 
delegates repaired to the _ city hall, 
where they were received by the mayor

The president is being deluged with 
telegrams commendatory of his announce- 
ment putting at rest all tKhird term ru- 
mors. These telegrams began arriving at 
the white house this evening and are 
from prominent people throughout the 
country. They place emphasis on the 
opportuneness of the statement and the 
beneficient effect on the country from 
a political standpoint. None of the tel- 
egrams were made public. 


JUST WHAT HANNA EXPECTED. 


But He Doesn’t Set Much Store by 
Washington’s Example. 
Cleveiand, O., June 11.—“It was just 
what I expected the president would say 
if he said anything at all on the subfect,” 
was the comment of Senator Hanna to- 
day when he read President McKinley’s 

statement in reference to a third term. 

‘“T have never exchanged one word 
vith the president concerning the mat- 
ter,”” he continued, ‘‘and have considered 
all the talk bearing on the subject as 
premature. According to my judgment, 
it is too early to discuss presidential 
candidates for the next term.”’ 

Asked if he was in favor of maintain- 
ing the precedent establisi@a by Pres- 
ident Washington in reference to the 
number of years the chief executive 
should hold office, Mr. Hanna said:

They 
have been driven to party nominations 
through stress of questions now pass- 
ing away, but even in this contingency 
they have been quick to reject weak 
candidates foisted upon them at times, 
and to elect independents of stronger 
mold. The southern constitueney is a 
great advocate of free discussion and is 
generous in its treatment of ability 
even when allied to the weaker cause. 

Hence The Sun will see that freedom 
of discussion is no new thing in the 
south, and that its growing revival 
springs from a feeling that questions 
which threatened an attack upon the 
fir@iide are being abandoned, and that 
hereafter two men may differ without 
inviting the mediation of the incen- 
diary. The machine candidate for of- 
fice is almost unknown in the south, 
since conditions are unfavorable for 
his growth. The great appeal is ‘“‘to 
the people.” And these people are a 
very independent lot of folks. 


And the Danger Is Real. 


In referring to certain recent decla- 
rations in The Constitution, The In- 


‘dianapolis Journal thus sums them up: 


The Atlanta Constitution sees danger in 
the proposition to give the black boy an 
incentive to learn to read in order to vote 
and to permit the white boy to vote with- 
out being able to read, for the reason that 
such a plan places a premium upon white 
ignorance, which wil] be dangerous in the 
extreme. The point is well taken. 

Although the declaration of The 
Constitution was genera] in nature and 
not limited to a political contingency, 
we can accept the synopsis and insist 
upon its full truth. 

In this period of college commence- 
ments, when the eyes of the people are 
turned upon their educational institu- 
tions, it is just as well to look the 
facts in the face, and if we find defi- 
ciency to set about its remedy. The 
educated nation stands ahead of the ig- 
norant one. The nation building up 
its.material resources must eclipse the 
one content with the achievement of 
past ages. The same is true as be- 
tween races and individuals. Applied 
to the states of the south; while some 
short-sighted people regard only the 
politica] aspect and would legislate for 
white dominance through black exclu- 
sion, the question must be regarded 
in its larger light. A partial -victory 
gained, the real contest still remains, 
for the colored. man going to college 
will be -better armed than the white 
man remaining in ¢he field, notwith- 
standing the possession of the fran- 
chise by the latter. Of what use to 
the white man is the franchise if the 
negro possesses the key to every other 
avenue of life which edueation opens 
up to him? While this white man 
may become a county sheriff or a tax 
collector, the educated negro in posses- 
sion of the secrets of nature and skill 
can afford to pass him by with some- 
what of an afr of unconcern. 

The Constitution in. painting this 
picture does not do’so as an alarmist. 
In our own state of Georgia we have 
abundant foundation for every word 
here written. In the city of Atlanta 
during the school period it is almost 
impossible to employ a colored boy or 
girl, while white parents stand ready 
to withdraw their children from school 
on the slightest offer of employment. 
So strong is the negro’s appreciation of 
education that he takes advantage of 
every possible opportunity to educate 
his children. Right here in Atlanta 
can be pointed out white families with 
children_of school age at work to earn 
money to pay a cook who keeps her 
children at school. _All through the 
country these conditions exist. Added 
to all.this the millions of northern 


‘philanthropy are poured into the south 


for the sole and exclusive education 
of the negro, while the white man, be- 
reft of his inheritance, is left without 
assistance to work out as best he can. 

In drawing attention to this alarm- 
ing condition, The Constitution does so 
with perfect friendliness for the ne- 
gro race. It is entitled to all the fruits 
of such persistence and continuity as 
it can command. It is fortunate for it 
.that it can command so much extra- 
neous help, and it ig to be hoped that 
it will profit to the fullest extent by it. 
But we do wish to arouse the white 
race to the fact that there is a contest 
on in which, while white skin is a vast 
advantage, it will not be the declding 
factor. This is an age of educational 
skill, in which brain displaces brawn, 
and the victory must be to the man 
with the skill. The people of Georgia 
and the people of the whole south have 
slept while a momentous issue has 
grown over them. In the history of 
the century now weaving out its length 
politics will be vastly minimized, while 
the industrial arts will furnish the 
greatest theaters of competition. Not 
the captain of an army nor the leader 
of a political contest,: but the man capa- 
ble of making things with his hands 
will be the real leader of affairs. Too 
long have the legislatures of our states 
contented themselves with the thought 
that a white skin was all that was re- 
quired. Ignorant white men become 
but the serfs of those more educated, 
and it is noz~ stretching the statement 
too far to say that the ignorant white 
man cannot compete with the educated 
negro. 

As we have already stated, this is 
the commencement era. The friends 
of Mercer have met and passed upon 
}the year’s work. - Emory has just 
| closed its session, while the state uni- 
versity will close its doors next week. 
Ali have done good work in the past, 
all are doing good work now; but the 
best that they have done and are doing 
is not equal to the crisis that is now 
upon us. There needs to be a doubling 
up of effort and a concentration of en- 
ergy. The people of the state must be 
aroused to the issue that’s upon them, 
and they must rely upon their own ef- 
forts to meet the issue. If need be, 
they must economize in every other 
} direction in order that more may be 
kiven to education. It is a public crime 
to permit a child to go without an 
equipment for life. That penurious- 
ness or short-sightedness by which 
collegés and public, schools would be 
crippled, will be responsible for the 
eonsequeat results. “Only a broad pol- 
, recogyizing theyduty of seeoating 
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every child - the land, can se consid- 


ered, and to such policy we make most | 


earnest appeal for the general good of 
the whole country. 

One point more, and that is to the 
people themselves: State Schoo] Com- 
missioner Glenn tells it as a fact that 
tn many neighborhoods negro children 
walk miles to school with probably 
nothing more than a slice of turnip for 
dinner. This is scant,-but certainly he- 
roic, In the same neighborhoods scores 
of white children are kept at home 
for want of a good dinner or the ‘lack 
of a whole garment. The question is 
one of pride or rivalry. To those peo- 


ple we would plead on behalf of the 


children whom they are thus dooming 
to serfdom. There should be formed 
in every county of the state education 
encouragement associations, to arouse 
the pride of careless or indifferent pa- 
rents. There should be created a strong 
sentiment, such as could not be resist- 
ed, under the spur of which indiffer- 
ence would disappear, 

Are the people of Georgia alive to 
the situation?

The margin lost to New Yogk, ari 
observable in Boston as well, makes 
its appearance in the increased ex- 
ports of the southern ports. In 1900 
and the months following of the pres- 
ent year New Orleans has taken sec- 
ond rank as an exporting port and has 
displaced Boston in its position as the 
second exporting city of the country. 
The heavy exportations of cotton and 
the high price at which it is exported 
has increased largely the value of the 
exports through the southern ports, 
while it is not improbable that the 
Galveston disaster may have resulted 
in diverting to New Orleans tempo- 
rarily a part of the business which 
otherwise would have gone through 
Galveston. The record shows us that 
“the exports from New Orleans in the 
fiscal year 1900 were $115,858,764, the 
highest figure in the history of the 
port except 1892, and an increase of 
$28,000,000 over the fiscal year 1899. 
In the nine months of the fiscal year 
1901 the exports from New Orleans 
were $122,234,669, making for that city 
a clear and undisputed title to the rank 
of second in the list of American ex- 
port cities, the figures for Boston, 
which formerly held second place, be- 
ing for the nine months $81,173,051% or 
more than $40,000,000 less than those 
of New Orleans.” 

In this change of figures there is no 
real damage done the normal! trade of 
New York, which must continue to 
grow. That port has lost a hothouse 
business which had been forced into 
it by railroad and other combinations. 
As larger railroad combinations dis- 
placed the smaller, they became pos- 
sessed of the ports as well, and it is but 
natural that they should make use of 
them instead of chasing a consignment 
all over the continent in order to give 
it an outlet in New York. The cotton 
freights of the Mississippi valley alone 
should place New Orleans at the head 
of the exporting list, and that fs a pos- 
sibility to which the figures herewith 
given point.

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WRIGHT SURE TO BE LYNCHED. 


Bloodhounds Chose a Man Through 
Swamps for Four Days. 


Memphis, Tenn., June 11.—(Special.)— 
Joseph H. Wright, pursued by blood- 
hounds through swamps and canebrakes 
for four days, surrendered early this 
morning to the Memphis police. He is 
wanted for murdering, Albert Brumley 
and fatally wounding A. J. Hunt, at Coy- 
ington, in Randolph county. He intended 
to kifl Hunt and a man named Bloom, 
but instead killed Brumley, a bystander. 
This afternoon Wright made a startling 
confession charging that he was at home 
when the crime’ was committed: that 
there was a conspiracy between himself 
and his youngest son, James, aged twen- 
ty-four, to kill Hunt and Bloom.

INSURANCE NOTES. 


The summary closing of the southern 
department of the Imperial Fire In- 
surance Company a short time ago and 
the dismissal of Manager J. T. Dargan 
is still creating some excitement among 
insurance men. Manager Dargan has 
Sent the following circular letter to 
agents of the Imperial in his old ter- 
ritory and it is attracting much atten- 
tion: 

**(Personal.) 

“Atlanta, Ga.—To My Agents: While 
[ formerly transferred the business un- 
der my control as manager of the south- 
ern branch of the Imperial Insurance 
Company to General Attorney T. D. Bel- 
field on the 20th ultimo, this is to briefly 
let you know that I have not by any 
means retired from the fire inshrance 
business, and I will announce my con- 
nection with a large and _ respectable 
company in the early future. 

“Special Agents Yates, Hunter and 
Fitzgerald all go with me. On their own, 
as well as my account, I respectfully but 
urgently request you not to trade or 
transfer your business to any other 
company, but continue it with and in the 
Imperial until you hear from me more 
definitely in the very early future. 

“By fair and honorable treatment I 
have tried hard to earn your good will 
and esteem, and I sincerely hope you 
will see your way clear not to commit 
yourself in other directions until you 
hear from me. Yours truly. 

‘(Signed) I. T DARGAN.” 

Regarding the circular the New York 
office of the Imperial said: 

“When it is considered that the Im- 
perial was established in the south many 
years before Mr. J. T. Dargan became 
connécted with the company, it sounds 
rather presumptuous that he should ad- 
dress the company’s representatives as 
his agerits, and the Imprial will be more 
than glad to have its representatives ad- 
dress it personally when this company 
will be pleased to submit such evidence 
to them as will show ample justification 
for its action in terminating its con- 
nection with Mr. Dargan. The company 
requests that its loyal agents treat this 
circular for what it is worth, and do not 
allow themselves to be parties to an 
underhanded and futile attempt to dam- 
age its plant in the southern states.’’ 

Commenting on the _ situation, The 
Spectator says: 

“Of the contention between ex-Man- 
ager J. T. Dargan and the Imperial the 
end is not yet. In the estimation of 
nearly all officials in this field, nothing 
so disreputable has ever transpired in 
the southern insyrance world as the 
treatment received by Mr. Dargan at 
the hands of General Manager E. Co- 
zens Smith and his faithful understudy, 
T. D. Belfield, general attorney for the 
United States business. Secure from 
personal redress in his retreat within 
‘the court’ on the other side of the 
water, the general manager has _ sub- 
jected Mr. Dargan to flagrant insults in 
charges which have never been sustain- 
ed. The ultimate motives underlying all 
this may be revealed within a month, as 
it is expected that the connection of the 
general manager with the Imperial will 
be severed at the expiration of his con- 
tract in June. His method of procedure 
in closing the southern department is 
likely to prove-a costly one for the com- 
pany, as the sentiment in favor of fair 
play in people of the south and west is 
so decided that the entire plant of nearly 
three hundred agencies in the territory 
of Mr. Dargan will likely indorse his 
position when the facts become known 
by repudiating their connection with a 
company whose ends cannot be attained 
by regular business methods.

Washington, June 11.—(Special.)—Repre- 
sentative Livingston is looking after the 
forthcoming appointments jn the federal 
prison at Atlanta with characteristic en- 
ergy. He called at the department of 
justice today and had a short conference 
with Attorney General Knox on the sub- 
ject. In view of the large number of ap- 
plicants for the few positions outside of 
the civil service and because of Attorney 
General Knox’s unfamiliarity with the 
conditions involved, he said he woulda 
have to consult the president before tak- 
ing any action with regard to the At- 
lanta appointments. He added in view 
of Mrs. McKinley’s continued illness and 
the general understandin among the 
members of the cabinet to relieve the 
president as much as possible from the 
consideration of public business, except- 
ing in emergency cases, he has not been 
able to discuss these appointments with 
the president. He added, however, that 
he may take an early opportunity to 
bring the subject to the attention of the 
president with a view to making the ap- 
pointments when the new prison is ready 
for occupancy. 

L. L. Hawk, of Moundsville, W. Va., 
here, endeavoring to secure the appoint- 
ment as warden of the prison in At- 
lanta. Mr. Hawk is the warden of the 
prison at Moundsville, which position he 
has held for many years. He has the in- 
dorsement of both of the West Virginia 
senators and also of the Pennsylvania 
senators. While no positive information 
has been given out on the subject as vet 
it now seems very probable that Mr. 
Hawk will get the appointment. 

It is understood that the only posi- 
tion in the new federal prison to be 
filled in the near future is that of warden. 
This information comes from Major 
Strong, chief of the appointment divis- 
ion of the department of justice in charge 
of the appointments connected with the 
Atlanta prison. Major Strong held that 
it would only be necessary to have a war- 
den appointed at this time, as it will be 
late in the fall before the prison is ready 
for the reception of prisoners. 

“T should judge that the position of 
warden will be filled about the begin- 
ning of the new fiscal year, which is July 
Ist,’’ he added. 

All told, there are forty-four positions 
to be filled in the prison, of which three 
are presidential appointments and the 
rest come under the civil service laws. 
The salary list of all these offices repre- 
sents a total of $40,700 and is as follows 
with the name of the position: warden, 
$4,000 per year; deputy warden, $2,000 per 
year; captain day watch $900 per year; 
captain night watch $900 per year; chap- 
lain, $1,500 per year; chief clerk, $1,800 per 
year; stenographer and record clerk $12,- 
000 per year; physician, $1,600 per year; 
engineer and electrician, $1,200 per year; 
assistant engineer, $900 per year; stew- 
ard and store-keeper, $900 per year; farme, 
and manager of transportation, $1,000 per 
year; two teamsters, each $600 per year; 
thirty guards, each $720 per year.

Harry M. Atkinson and practically the 
same Boston financial interests associated 
with him in various Atlanta enterprises 
have secured a large interest in and con- 
solidated the Birmingham Railway, Light 
and Power Company, the Consoldated 
Electric Light Company and the Birming- 
ham Gas Company, in the city of Bir- 
mingham., | ] 

The consolidated companies will be 
known as the Birmingham Railway, Light 
and Power Company, 2nd will be capital- 
ized at $10,000,000. 

Officers of the new company will be 
tlected, and the details of the consolida- 
tion will be officially announced in Bir- 
mingham today, The stockholders of the 
three companies met yesterday in Bir- 
mingham and ratified the consolidation of 
interests. ‘They decided to postpone the 
election of officers and transfer of stock 
until today, when Mr. Atkinson will meet 
with them in Birmingham. 

The consummation of the big deal se- 
cures for Mr. Atkinson and his associates 
complete’ control of the electric and gas 
lighting and street railway franchises in 
Birmingham. 

The plan has been quietly worked, and 
no intimation that such a deal was on 
foot leaked out until yesterday. Mr. At- 
kinson has made several trips to Birming- 
ham lately. He returned to Atlanta yes- 
terday and will leave again for Birming- 
ham this n.orning to effect the final de- 
tails of the new organization. 

Atkinson Returns Today. 

Mr. Atkinson was asked yesterday if he 
cared to make any statement relative to 
the consclidation and reorganization of 
the three Birmingham companies. -He 
said that any discussion or etatement on. 
his part in regard to the matter would be 
premature, and that he would prefer not 
to talk or give out any information touch- 
ing the details of the consolidation until 
his return to Atlanta tomorrow. 

The ,deal has been made through the 
efforts of Harry M. Atkinson, Isadory 
Newman, of New Orleans, a capitalist 
with large’ thvéstments in Birmingham 
and elsewhefe in the south, and the Old 
‘“olony Trust Company, of Boston. The 
two gentlemen named, Robert P. Clapp, 
attorney for the Trust company, and Gor- 
don Abbott, president of the Trust com- 
pany, of Birmingham, have had the en- 
tire matter in charge, and have undcr- 
written the deal. 

When the full transfer is made tomor- 
row afternoon and the deal entirely com- 
pleted, a meeting of the new company will 
protably be held to make plans for the 
working of the consolidated company. 
The new ccmpany will issue bonds and 
stock to the amount of $10,000,000, and 
wili be the largest company of the kind 
in the country. Of the ten millions of 
dollars, five million will be of 5 per cent 
bonds, one end one-half millions will be 
of 6 per ctnt preferred stock, and three 
ang one-half millions will be of common 
stock.

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SPLENDID REPORT 
~OF CHIEF BALL 


Tells Police Board of Some of 
Work His Men Are Doing 


ANIMALS ARE = PROTECTED 


Many Improvements Have Been 
Made—Refers to the Shooting 
of Patrolman Quinn—Chief 
Believes in Giving His 
Men Full Credit. 


The most important report from a chief 
of police of Atlanta was that sent to 
the police board by Chief Ball Monday 


night. 

He gave a detailed account of the work- 
ings of the department, and mentioned 
by name what men were deserving of 
special credit. 

After mentioning the men who were 
suspended for small infractions of the 
rules, Chief Ball goes on to state: 

‘Patrolman Manier and G. T.. Jones, 
together while on duty, captured a bur- 
glar in the act of breaking into a store, 
for which they deserve special mention. 

“Patrolman J. H. Terrell also deserves 
special mention for capturing a burglar 
caught in the act. 

“Patrolman J. H. Quinn in his encoun- 
ter with a drunken and disorderly soldier, 
the ~risoner having shot at him four 
times, inflicting three slight wounds, is 
not to be the least discredited for the 
bravery and coolness with which he un- 
flinchingly stood the fire, felling his pris- 
oner with his club into submission and 
seeing him safely locked up in the bar- 
racks. If any are worthy of special men- 
tion, Officer Quinn is certainly the man. 

“The captatns have been directed dur- 
ing the month to keep on their docket a 
record of all arrests made by the mem- 
bers of their respective watches each day, 
stating the cause and disposition thereof. 
This will enable them to keep a closer 
watch over and note the exact amount 
of work accomplished by each man, 
thereby compelling the patrolmen to be 
more active in the discharge of their du- 
ties. 

Animals Are Protected. 

“The number of horses and mules or- 
dered off the streets during the past 
month that were unable to work on ac- 
count of being lame, poor or sore was 
twenty-six. Two of ..zis number were in 
such bad shape that they were condemned 
by the humane surgeon and ordered kill- 
ed. I have had the owners of horses and 
mules to the number of seventy-five or 
100 notified by letter regarding the treat- 
ment of their stock and the result has 
been that horses and mules are being 
treated more humanely. To Drs. Carnes 
and Carnes, the humane veterinary sur- 
geons, much credit is due for the im- 
provement in stock and the prevention of 
cruelty to animals.’’ 

The chief states that he now allows 
negroes to have balls and dances only 
after securing permission irom him. In 
conclusion Chief Ball says: ; 

“TI am happy to rerort that the de- 
partment, taken as a whole, is in a splen- 
did condition as is shown from the of- 
ficers’ reports herewith exhibited. The 
officers, patrolmen and bicycle men are 
performing their duties in a most efficient 
and commendable manner.”’ 


COUNTY SECURES A LOAN. 


Borrows $10,000 from Fourth Na- 
tional Bank To Meet May 
Expenses.

Negro Woman Says She Fell Into 
Forty-Foot Well. 


CLAIMS FLOOR WAS DEFECTIVE 
Says She Weighs Over 200, and That 
Flooring Gave Way—Sues for 
$1,500 Damages. 


Joanna Lee, colored, - yesterday 
brought suit against Mrs. S. A. Bonnell, 
the allegations of which are of a very 
unique nature. The Lee woman is seek- 
ing to recover $1,500 damages. 

The petition alleges that on May 31, 
1900, the plaintiff rented from Mrs. Bon- 
nell a house at 67 Biggers street. The 
Lee woman asserts that she is a large 
woman, weighing over 200 pounds and 
that while washing the next day in the 
kitchen, the flooring and a piece of tim- 
ber, on which the pump rested, gave way, 
precipitating her intoya forty foot well, 
underneath the kitchen, she being badly 
injured. 

It is alleged that the well contained ten 
feet ef water and that the plaintiff re- 
mained in the well for three-quarters of 
an hour, finally being hauled out with 
ropes. 

The petition states that Mrs. Bonnell 
was negligent in representing that the 
premises were fit for use and occupancy, 
when the floor of the kitchen about the 
pump was unsafe and dangerous and not 
sufficient to support the plaintiff, which 
was unknown to her; in failing to cover 
the well so as to make it safe and free 
from danger,especially in view of the fact 
that the floor over the well was weak 
and not sufficient to support the peti- 
tioner; in failing to the call of the plain- 
tiff’s attention to the condition of the 
floor about the well; and in failing to no- 
tify the petitioner of the existence of 
the well. 

The suit was filed by Attorneys Kontz 
& Austin and J. W. Humphries. 


COCO-COLA CASE ON TRIAL. 


Evidence Heard Yesterday — Case 
May Go to the Jury 
Today. 

The case of the Coca-Cola Company 
against H. A. Rucker, collector of inter- 
nal revenue, went to trial yesterday 
morning before Judge Newman in the 
United States court, 

The plaintiff concluded its testimony 
yesterday and the defense has begun. It 
is thought that the arguments will be 
made and the case given to the jury to- 
day. 

The Coca-Cola Company is suing to re- 
cover from the government $10,858.76 for 
revenue stamps, which it alleges it was 
compelled to place on coca-cola. The 
plaintiff contends that the preparation is 
merely a soda fount beverage and ls, 
therefore, not Hable undér the war rev- 
enue act. while, on the other hand, the 
government claims that it is a medicine 
and required stamps.

MAYOR'S REPLY CALLED 
FORTH EXPLANATION 


i 


Correspondence Grew Out of Publica- 
tion of Fact That, Acting on 
Rumors, Reserve of Police 
Was Kept on Hand 
at Barracks. 


Tart letters passed back and forth be- 
tween Colonel John M. French, of the 
Twenty-second United States Infantry, 
at Fort McPherson, and Mayor Living- 
ston Mims at frequent intervals yeste-:- 
Gay. 

This interesting and somewhat spicy 
correspondence grew out of the publica- 
tion of the fact that an extra reserve 
force of police was kept at the police 
barracks Monday night, because of ru- 
mors that soldiers from the post intended 
to attack the barracks on account of the 
arrest of Private J. L. Barry, who shot 
Policeman Quinn. 

Colonel French's statement that the 
account of the action of the police will 
‘ause ‘‘the people to think that the gar- 
rison of Fort McPherson is in a state of 
mutiny, or else that the police of At- 
lanta are idiots and cowards,”’ in his first 
communication to the mayor, is what 
Mayor Mims bitterly resents, for Colonel 
French denies, in the same letter, that 
there is any such “mutiny,” leaving the 
other alternative to be accepted by the 
public, 

Reports to the effect that some of the 
soldiers were contemplating such an at- 
tack having been conveyed to Chief Ball, 
he had a special detail from the evening 
watch remain on duty as a precautionary 
— and in order to be on the safe 
side, 

This Colonel French seems to resent, 
as he says in effect that the police 
should have informed the commanding 
officer of the fort of such reports before 
taking any action with regard to them. 

What Colonel French Said. 

“It is surely not possible,’’ says Conolel 
French in his communication to the 
Mayor, “that the police of the city of 
Atlanta would arm themselves against 
an imaginary mob of soldiers without at 
least informing the commanding officer 
of these soldiers and placing him upon 
his guard. There was not the least pos- 
sible foundation to build this rumor upon. 
There is not an officer in this garrison 
who would not be reyuired by law to do 
all in his power to prevent such an at- 
tack upon the police at the expense of 
his life. The same may be said of the 
non-commissioned officers. This state- 
ment of the action of the police, if true, 
will have a bad effect, and cause, when 
published in other papers, the pcople to 
think that the garrison of Fort McPher- 
son is in a state of mutiny, or ejse that 
the police of Atlanta are idiots and cow- 
ards,” 

Mayor Mims’s Reply. 

It was this last statement of Colonel 
French to which the mayor takes stren- 
uous exception. He resents the insinua- 
tion that ‘‘the police of Atlanta are idiots 
and cowards.”’ 

Mayor. Mims in his reply to Colonel 
French first stated briefly the facts in 
the case, saying the chief of police did 
not consider the circumstances of suffi- 
cient importance to call Coitonel French's 
attention to them. In conclusion the 
mayor says: 

“TIT should regret extremely if any such 
mistaken idea should obtain that the 
commendably peaceful ‘garrison of i ‘ort 
McPherson is in a state of rautiny,’ and 
would especially resent the alternative 
suggestion that ‘the police of Atlai.ta are 
idiots and cowards.’ I rather think their 
>ecaution in this matter one of the 
many proofs that they are quite the con- 
trary.’’ 

Said He Was Misunderstood. 

Colonel French replied at once to the 
letter of Mayor Mims, saying he thought 
a portion of his letter had been miscon- 
strued by the mayor. 

“ft did not,’’ Colonel French writes, 
“accuse the police of Atlanta of being 
idiots and cowards. I said that ‘this 
statement of the action of the pol:ce, 
if true, will have a bad effect, and cause, 
when published in other papers, the peo- 
ple to think thaf the garrison of Fort 
McPherson is in a state of inutiny, or else 
that the police of Atlanta are idiots and 
cowards,’ this only to sNow what effect 
the article in question would have upon 
the popular mind in p:aces where neitrer 
the soldiers nor police are known. I ex- 
ceedingly regret that my Janguage and 
intent should have been misunderstood, 
tor it was far from my intention to con- 
vey such an opinion of the police of At- 
lanta, for whose bravery and good sense 
I have the highest opinion.’’- 

Colonel French expressed ihe fear that 
the publication of the story cutside the 
city would tend to place the garrison 
in a bad light. 

Mayor Mims in replying said there was 
nothing in the circumstances to wartant 
any article that could reflect on the com- 
manding officer of the fort or the police 
of the city. ‘‘There was simply a ru- 
mor,” he said, ‘‘that there might be some 
trouble on the part of dissatisfied sol- 
diers—not enough to warrant calling the 
matter to your attention. We know full 
well with what promptness you and the 
officers under your command would act 
in arresting any disturbance. It was only 
@ proper precaution taken by the police. 
I understand your reference to the po- 
lice just as you explain it. I shall feel 
unhappy if there shouid be any euch 
publication of the article to vour preju- 
dice and will do anything in my power 
to prevent it.”

Failure to Keep North Avenue Block 
Paving in Repalr the Cause, 
CITY AFTER 


Baltimore Company That Executed 
Bonds Asks for the Receiver. 


W. R, TIGHENOR TEMPORARY RECEIVER 


Alleged That Paving Company Has 
Gone Out of Business and Fails 
To Comply with Contracts. 


Judge J. H. tumpkin yesterday after- 
hoon appointed W. R. Tichenor tempo- 
rary receiver ‘for the Williams Block 
Pavement Company as the result of a 
failure on the part of the concern to 


carry out its contracts with the city in | 


keeping in repair the wooden block pave- 
‘ment on North avenue, between Peach- 
tree street and Williams street. 

The action of Judge Lumpkin was 
taken pursuant to an application of the 
American Bonding and Trust Company, 
of Baltimore, through its attorney, Bur- 
ton Smith. That concern executed two 
bonds for the Williams Block Pavement 
Company, one for $5,000 and the other for 
$3,000, and the plaintiff is seeking to com- 
pel the enforcement of the contracts in 
order that it may not be liable to the 
ae 


The two bonds were necessitated, as- 


the work was divided into two contracts, 


one providing for the pavement of North’ 


@venue from Peachtree street to West 
Peachtree street and the other for the 
paving of North avenue from West 
Peachtree street to Williams street. 

Under the terms of the contracts with 
the city it is claimed that the pavement 
was to be kept in good condition for ten 
years, and that to do this the pavement 
requires a coat of tar or similar sub- 
stance about every three years. Unless 
the blocks are so coated it is stated that 
they will rapidly rot. It is also stated 
that the tar coating is largely worn off 
and that the blocks are beginning to rot. 

The city engineer has notified the pav- 
ing company and the bonding and trust 
company that the pavement must be re- 
paired and it is alleged that the paving 
company has paid absolutely no atten- 
tion to the notification. 

It is stated that according to the in- 
formation of the petitioner Grant is the 
only admitted stockholder who is sol- 
‘vent. é 

The plaintiffs claim that the pavement 
can now be placed in repair for about 
$1,000, but that in a few months many 
thousand dollars will be required to place 
it in good condition. It is also stated 
that the officers deny all knowledge of 
the ‘books, records or papers of the de- 
fendant company. 

The petition asks that a permanent 
receiver be appointed; that the defendant 
be required to place the pavement on 
North avenue from Peachtree street to 
Williams street in proper condition and 
keep it in repair, as specified in the con- 
tracts, and that the reeeiver be directed 
to sue all unpaid stock subscriptions and 
keep the pavement in condition.

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SILVER SERVICE USED BY 


IS IN ATLANTA 
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Some very old and interesting relics, 
dating 300 years back, and which were 
used by General Washington, are in the 
of Rev. A. R. Holderby, of 
this city. They consist of an old silver 
service and a time-worn bible, which 
are heirlooms in Dr. Holderby’s fam- 
ily. 

The pieces of silver are nearly 300 years 
old and have ‘ seen many vicissitudes, 
having been buried for safekeeping in 
four different revolutions, and having 
been used by General Washington himself 
during his presidency. The heirlooms all 
came originally from France, whence Dr. 
Holderby’s ancestors fled the persecutions 
of the Huguenots. A silver sugar bowl, 
with cover, a cream pitcher, sugar téngs, 
several large and small spoons, and a 
soup ladle are among the pieces. They 
were brought to America by General Dan- 
iel: Roberdeau, son of Isaac Roberdeau, 
native of Rochelle, who left France upon 
the revocation of the edict of Nantes and 
took refuge on the island of St. Christo- 
pher in 1683. Other of the Huguenots set- 
tled in Virginia and South Carolina. 
General Roberdeau’s father brought over 
with him his silver plate, family Bible 
and other valuables, which Dr. Holderby, 
his grandson, has now in Atlanta. 

The Bible is 271 years old. It is in old 
French and a little leather bound volume, 
the first edition, as is said in the pub- 
lisher’s notice, in small and portable form. 
The volume was said to have been res- 
cued from a bonfire in Rochelle when the 
Bibles of the Huguenots were ordered to

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be burned. It was then wrapped in a 
napkin and hidden beneath a loose board 
in the floor to be taken out for family 
prayers, which were obliged to be in 
secret. The volume was afterwards bur- 
ied with the silver dining wares. Its cov- 
ers are loose and worn, but. the print is 
excellently preserved. 

The four revolutions.in which these rel- 
ics were buried were first in France in 
12°0, then in Philadelphia in 1776, in the 
wa.Aof 1812, and lastly in Madison, N. C., 
during the war between the states. They 
were disinterred after the secession where 
they had been buried in the garden of 
Dr. Holderby’s mother. In plowing to 
find them the plowshare struck the tin 
box in which they had been placed and 
the sugar bowl received an indentation 
whieh it now bears. 

A handsome satin spread, exquisitely 
embroidered, was made in 1680. Though 
nearly 300 years old the colors are still 
bright and beautiful. The satin, once 
pure white, is yellowed with time. This 
satin was woven entirely by hand, from 
silk spun by hand. 

General Roberdeau, who owned these 
articles, moved to Philadelphia in 1728. 
He was a member of Washington's staff. 
In 1776 he was elected the first brigadier 
general by congress and placed in com- 
mand of the Pennsylvania troops. In 1756 
he was elected a member of the constitu- 
tional congress and served in that capaci- 
ty for three terms. The motto of the 
Roberdeau fami'-- which may be found 
in the coat of arms on some of the plate, 
is ‘“‘ne cede malis.”” These pieces were 
used by Washington at General Rober- 
deau’s home in Alexander, which was 
General Washington’s headquarters when 
he was there.

With a continuation 
of favorable weather we doubt if any great 
improvement in late months can occur, but 
weather conditions will be the principal domi- 
nating influence for these positions, 


Hubbard Bros. & Co.’s Cotton Letter. 


New York, June |!.—With a lower market 
in Liverpool our market has been higher on the

New York, June |!.—The desultory move- 
ment of prices in today’s stock market demon- 
strated the professional character into which it 
has again relapsed. The dealings fell back 
near to the level which was reachei previous 
to last week’s spurt of speculation. The di- 
minished interest showed a tendency to become 
congested in a few stocks. The strength of 
these had some influence in eustaining the 
general market, but this waned in the latter 
part of the session. 

The opening made a good show of strength 
under the combined influence of favorable in- 
terpretation of the government crop report, 
published after the close yesterday, and the 
rumors which came thick from London that 
peace was imminent in.south Africa, The crop 
report had the greater effect on account of the 
short selling which has been done by the bears 
during the past week in expectation of a show- 
ing of great deterioration in the crops, Not- 
withstanding the decline in condition of the 
winter wheat crop during the month and the 
decrease in acreage of the spring wheat crop, 
experts are able to figure a bumper crop on 
the governmerit crop showing, The rains which 
have fallen since the first of the month, which 
is the date of the government's eomputation, 
were also taken as an offsetting factor to the 
unfavorable features of the report. The short 
covering which developed yesterday afternoon 
was, therefore, continued with energy this 
morning. There was an attempt nevertheless 
to distinguish the effects of the reports a3 
bearing on different states.

THE TOTAL AMOUNT IS $357,177 


Comptroller General Wright Will 
Not Accept It Until He Has 
Made an Investigation. 


The Atlanta Rapid Transit Company 
made its ‘teturns to Comptroller General 
W. A. Wright yeaterday, through Presi- 
dent C. J. Simmons, who had been under 
the impression that the company had 
until June 15th to do so. 

The total property of the company held 
on March 15th, the date taken as a basis, 
is returned at $357,177. The mileage in 
Fultcn county was then 24.7 miies and ‘in 
DeKalb 3.2 miles, a total of 27.9 miles of 
which 13.9 miles is located within the city 
limits of Atlanta. ee 

The road bed and tracks of the com- 
pany are returned at $2000, or about 
$7,168 per mile. Just about $100,000 of this 
amount represents the returns for the 
roadbed and tracks within the city Nm- 
its. 

The company returned twenty-;@xen 
new closed cars at $2,500 each and seven 
old open cars at $200 each, making a total 
of $68,900. The machinery appurtenances, 
wiring, etc., are returned at $61,000. The 
balance of the return is for real estate 
and persona! property. 

Comptroller Generali Wright has not 
yet accepted the return and will not do 
so until he makes an investigation. The 
amount is considerably in excess of what 
it was last year, as the company has 
largely increased its property.
